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A Case of Confused Priorities 


T he GOVE31NMENT OF CANADA la about to 
embark upon a "wide-rangins program” o( 
assistance to various ethnic groups for the culUva 
tion and preservation of their cultures. 

When Prime Minister Ti-udeau made the an¬ 
nouncement in the Commons last week no one 
questioned the desirability or validity of the 
scheme. The Opposition parties welcom^ It, but 
wondei'ed how much money it was InteniM to 
spend. The public might very well wonder, loo. 

Heretofoi-e, the Tindeau government has been 
pietty much preoccupied with the protection of the 
culture of Quebec, and particularly with the Ian 
fuage aspe>.'t. So determined has this government 
been to make the French language a nation-wide 
Instrument of communication that it has trampled 
the constitution, declared French an official Ian . 
guage along with English, and Is In the process of 
spending millions of dollars to make it essential In 
the civil service and the armed forces. The 7 per 
rent salary advantage for the bilingual is just one 
of the little inducements. 

The royal commission on bilingualism and bl 
culturalism was an excellent method of rcassuring 
the QuebecOis that the government of Canada had 
their intei-ests at heart and at the same time, 
through the $11) million worth of reports it pro 
duced, of justifying the government program to the 
rest of the country. 

But now, at a time when the federal cabinet is 
top heavy with Quebec representation, with Cana¬ 
da playing host to the annual conference of the 
French Cultili'al and Technical Co oiier.ation 
Agency, and with a clear recollection in the pul>lii' 
mind of the government’s consistent emphasis on 


the “French fact," Mr. Tiudeau may have some 
misgtvingx. 

With a general election not loo far distant, 
perhaps he is asking himself if he has not gone too 
far, too fast. It is one thing to rename the agencies 
and departments of government in bilingual style 
— Air Canada, Statistics Canada, Tourism Canada, 
Transport Canada, and so on — but he has not 
only welcomed the Francophone agency conference 
by extolling "establishment of the French factor in 
an English-speaking North America,” but accepts 
without comment the voting of Quebec lo mem- 
beiahip in this international organization. 

lliis has every appearame of another case of 
flouting of the constitution. Not that anyone out 
side of Quebec particularly caies if that province 
wants to be a part of the agency, hut It Is just 
another indication of indulgeni'e on the part of the 
Ottawa government. 

So, in the Commons, Mr. Trodeau rcmarks 
that “although therc are two official languages, 
there is no official cultuie,” and he proposes 
through "a policy of multiculturalism within a bl 
lingual framework” to help them all. He is trying 
to show he plays no favorites. 

This is all very fine, it may even le some cul¬ 
tural aspects onginating in the British isles still 
cherished by some Canadians will be included. 

But aie Ml'. Tnideau’s priorities in order? 
With a thieat of involvement in a trade war, with 
unemployment a winter bogey, with inflation still 
uncontrolled, production lagging and taxes nip 
pling surely there are other areas than the cultural 
demanding the attention of a i-es|ionslhle gnvei n 
ment. ' 


POW Exploitation 


T he VARlOU.S administrations of the United 
States doling the Vietwar period hava 
fell emotional piessures from the relatives of pris- 
oneis in Hanoi hands The governments have been 
accused of insensitivity to the plight of the POW. A 
strong lobby was levelled at President Nixon re¬ 
cently when the National league of Families of 
American Prisonei-s and Missing in South-East 
Asia held a rally in Washington. 

The president look the bail of several speakers 
who deplored the official attitude on the prisoner 
question, and apiieaied Iwfore the body lo respond 
lo the criticism. 

His unscheduled speech was in l eply to a senes 
of resolutions adopted with vigor which expressed 
frustration at the lack of progress by the adminls 
tratlon and Congress in obtaining the rclease of 
prisoners In North Vietnam. Prisoner "widows" 
hinted that If no new moves werc foi'lhcoming they 
would attempt to raise the issue during the presi 
dential campaign next year. 

Actually, that was exactly what was happen¬ 
ing. The rally alieady had heard Senator Edward 
Kennedy In an emotional speech In which he called 
the Nixon visit lo Peking a "smokesci-een." Ken 
nedy told the meeting, "While he's over there In 
Peking your husbands and sons are rolting.” And 
Senator George McGovern blistered Nixon pollcie* 
as placing perpetuation of the South Vietnam 


Thieu government ahead of piisonei release on the 
priority scale. 

The Nixon reply was that the United Stales 
was purSUii^ “evei-y negotiating channel" lo se 
cure the release of prisoners of war, and he gave 
assurance there would lie eventual success. His ad¬ 
ministration's efforts included “many private chan¬ 
nels that have not yet been disclosed.” But, he said, 
"we are dealing with a savage enemy, one with no 
concern for humanitarian ideals.” 

The attacks as well as the defence aie sad. 
They seek political advantage out of human mis 
ery. They amount to exploitation of the natural 
emotions of a group of iieople who miul have some 
thing, anything, to clutch. 

There has been little, if anything, lo suggest 
that the North Vietnamese would agree to whole¬ 
sale releasing of prisoners while fighting continues. 
There have been unsubstantiated claims fi-om the 
Paris peace talks that Hanoi might he prepared to 
separate the prisoner issue from other elements in 
its six point plan for ending the war. But that is a 
straw that floats beyond grasp 

The pi'isoners in North Vietnam aie not legal 
ly entitled to release and repatriation until, accoid 
ing lo the Geneva Convention, "after cessation of 
active hostilities" 

Mr. Nixon and his iiolilical op(Ninenls are fully 
aware of this, just as Hanoi is.To hold out even the 
slightest hope for early release is an exficise in 
cruelty to the extreme.

Not to vtry many yMia ago. lha 
Eahlia waa hardly tvar aaan In lha onU* 
nary homaownar'i gardtn. It waa mor* 
or taaa a ipaoialiat'a Dower, grown pnn* 
cipelly by ardant dahlia buffa for axhl- 
biUon. and tha tall planta with thair 
torsat a| graan-palntad wooden ilaket 
occupied beda to themaalvea, disdaining 
the oompany o( Isaaer breeds oC tha 
plant world. 

With the coming of the dwarf«a 9 d 
medlum-ai^ed varteUas, the dahlia Hm 
won for iiaalt a new popularity and la 
lieing used more and more to replace 
lietunlaa and inai>a at bedding planla 
and to fill gaps in the (lerennlal border. 

These uimpact {dents can he grown 
without stakes, and their blooms are 
valued as cut flowers, lending tiiein- 
selves to vase and bowl arrangementa 
far batlar than lha huge, mophaaded 
ansiitcrats of dahliadom. 


Whilt some of tha dwarf and bedding 
dahlias art quite easy to grow from 
•Mdf. they make tubers just like their 
tali hiothers. These tubers, If eaved and 
{dinted out next spring, will come Into 
bliNTtn earlfer then stedUng planta. 

Moreovar. if a daacriptlon of tha 
flower it written on a label and at> 


tached to the clump of roota in storage. 
It is poaaibla to plan out your color 
schtme ~ something you can't do with 
teadllng planta. for with seeds you 
never know what color you tra going to 
get until.the plant blooms.

U you have grown dwerf dahlias this 
year, elthar tram seeds or purchased 
beddbtg plants, 1 th^ it would pay you 
to axerciae sume dltcrlmlnatkin to ae- 
kcUng widoh roots to save and wtileh to 
dlsoai^. Satdling planta always pnxluce 
a rather mixed hag. with a proportion 
of singlet and tome flowers of unattrac¬ 
tive ahadas, usually along with a few 
superb apeoiments If you save A\A. 
your roots. youTI have far more dahlias 
next year than you can possibly use. sii 
a ruthlsu wee^g^t of the less at¬ 
tractive planta la In ordarL 

I am often asked whathar daiilia 
roots may be left in the ground over the 
winter. Most yaara th«y can. allhougli 
casualtiaa ware very high in 196t t 
bsait of a wlotar. I would say that tor 
gardanars who live within amelltog dis 
tenet of tha ata, with well-drained 
llghtiah soil free from slugs, dahlia 
tubers left in tha ground coma through 
the winter in batter shape than when 
taken up and stored unter cover. 


Keep In mind, though, that laaving 
them in tha ground like this ta purely 
for winter atorage; don’t allow them to 
remain and grow in the seme apot naxt 
yaar. for growth would be far too 
crowded and oongeatad. 

Take them up in the spring, divide 
the roots Into Individual tubers, and 
replant thase at the proper apaolng. To 
fecUltate this spring w^. oach plant 
shtHild be marM carefully with a stake 
and a label htfort the topgrnwth ta Mit 
down and cleared away. 

.1 realise It isn’t always poaaibla to 
leave the dehlia roots out all winter. 
M'here the dwarf kinds have beect used 
for bedding, the roota must come up to 
make way for tulips, daffs. wallfiowtrs 
or {xiiyanlhus fbr the spring display. 

On haavY. weltiah ground if ian’l 
safe to laave them out; they would 
proliably rot. and In any case such soil 
is almost always infegted with small 
black slugs which have a voracious ap- 
{tciiic for dahlia tubers

B.C, denlUla afb oonoem 
tratkif more on prevenUve 
dentistry than on the Issue of 
fluorldaticm. Dr. WUUam Mo- 
DougaU. head of the ac. 
l^tal Assoolatlan said Tuae- 
day. 

An axtanaive oampalfln on 
the proper oAre of teeth la 
idanned, MoDougaU told the 
Cokmlst. 

"We're having a man from 
the U.a. who Is learned In the 
field come to B.C. in January 
end maoh oouraaa on preven¬ 
tive dentiitry." he explained, 
adding that the oaropalgn la 
still in Its planning stages. 

"Preventive dentistry 
seema to be a better thing fo 
oompalgn for," McU^ugall ex¬ 
plained. "The issue of fluori¬ 
dation for some reason or 
other seems to get people al 
each other's throats." 

Ha was commenting in re- 
bponee to the annual report. 
Fluoridation in Canada, pre 
paied by the Canadian Dental 
Association. The reixirt said 
that B.C. is behind the rest t»f 
t'ar^da in inlruducing HuotI- 
datksi. having only 10.7 per 
cent of the iirovinoe's popula- 
Hun on piped water with 
fluoridation or 8.5 per cent of 
the total populaUon of the 
province. 

The report also stated that 
B.C. was last In 1970 among 
lU provmces luid two terrt- 


toriaa oai the basis of tha pop^ 
uiation on hiped fluurldaled 
water. Manitu^ waa the high-' 
eat with 80.1 par cent. 

At present there are IH 
million Canadians who ooukl 
have fluoridated water but 
don't, and 74 mllUon Oanidi- 
ana with fluoridated water m 
thair communtUea, 

About 5.5 mllUon others Uva 
where they can't get piped 
water or naturally fluoridated « 
water, the report says. 

Another Vieturla dentist, 
Dr. Devid Philip, president of 
the Victoria and District Den¬ 
tal looiety, told the Cblonist 


that without flunriilatlon to 
help prevent cavities. "We're 
just like a bunch of guys try¬ 
ing to stick our Ifinger in a 
dyke." • 

"Rather than having to 
treat cavitiaa. It would bf 
cheaper Ip ivevent them," he 
said. 

"We have to handle dental 
cripiUies as a result of lack of 
fluoridation." he explained. 

Philip said that he would 
like to see the B.C. Municipal 
Act amended so that a simpla 
mayirity In- a referenduih 
would be enough to bring 
fluoridation to a, municipal 
water supply.

Fluoridation was voted on 
twice in Oak Bay in oonatcu- 
tive years. It waa by 18 votes 
shcai of the 60 per cant makK-- 
ity in 1965, and the hJkiwing 
years was defeated by about 
SOD votaa. 

Greater Victoria voters 
missed the required majority 
again by 4 per cent in 1968, 
voting in favor of fluoridation 
56 per cent.
